“My husband, Carlo, is a student at the State University 
of New York, Agricultural and Technical Institute at Al- 
fred. We live in a housing project for married students,

that we, who have been forced to live on little in these days 
when so much value seems to be placed on material posses- 
sions, have come closer than many to scratching the real 
surface of life.

conducted recently in a typical Midwestern city. Nearly 400 
families were interviewed, representing all the various income 
levels, occupational groups. and educational levels in the city 
and from all the major types of residential neighborhoods. In 
each case. the housewife was asked which member of her family 
usually did each of 100 selected tasks. These tasks included both 
jobs requiring physical labor and those requiring the making of 
decisions and cove red such areas as housekeeping and food prep 
aration, child care, home decoration and maintenance, yard care 
finances, auto care, soc ial and re ligious life medic al care and long 
range planning for the years to come 

The results of the survey showed conclusively that husbands 
are today assuming considerably more responsibility in many areas 
of family life. Of the 100 tasks studied, the average husband 
does 22 by himself and another 27 jointly with his wife. Thus, 
in the typical family the husband usually helps out with about half 
of the work and responsibility. In fairness to the wives, however, 
it should be pointed out that these figures do not denote the rela 
tive hours of housework done by husbands and wives, but only 
the number of different tasks, and obviously all of the various 
tasks do not require equal amounts of actual work. Thus, some 
tasks which the wife usually does, such as preparing meals, will 
involve a great deal more work than will the job of buying gas 
and oil for the family car, which the husband usually does. 

Does a younger husband or an older husband help more around 
the house? As should be expected in a period of change, younger 
people change more rapidly. Husbands under thirty average doing 
about eight more tasks than husbands over forty. 

Just what household tasks does the average husband do? One 


in three empties the garbage, one in four helps in picking up and 
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ing away things around the house, and one in five usually helps 

h the dishes. One in seven husbands does the food shopping. 

an additional one im three frequently helps Very few only 

in twenty—do dusting, vacuuming or waxing; these traditional 
susekeeping tasks are still the wife’s responsibility. 

Child care and rearing is no longer considered to be the wife's 
province alone. In three out of four homes, discipline is considered 

joint responsibility. For school-age children, teaching manners 
ind supervising school work is a joint task in half the homes. For 
preschool children, two-thirds of the husbands help in putting the 
children to bed, and one in five husbands helps with the feeding. 
bathing, and, if necessary, nightly floor-walking. 

Home decoration and repair are still largely the task of the 
husband, who does minor wood, electrical and plumbing repairs 
in 80 percent of the homes. Painting and papering are the hus 
band’s tasks in nearly half the homes, but in an additional one 
in four cases the wife assists in these tasks. Choosing new fur 
nishings is a joint undertaking in more than half the homes, but 
only one in five husbands shares in the arrangement of the 
furniture or the hanging of the draperies. 

In the yard, the division of tasks between husband and wife 
is complicated by the presence or absence of teenage children, 
but in general, three of four husbands mow the lawn, two of three 
rake it, plus an additional one in eight whom the wife helps with 


the raking. Two of three husbands do the snow-shoveling, with an 


53 


additional one in five cases in which the wife helps. Nearly three 
of four husbands do the car washing; only one wife in ten helps. 

The buying of clothes represents an unequal division of labor; 
less than one in ten husbands helps select the wife's clothes, but 
one in three of the wives goes along to shop for her husband's 
clothes, and an additional one in four wives buys her husband's 
clothes, as well as her own. The general handling of finances is 
another area in which the husband has abdicated; in only one- 
fourth of the families does the husband pay the household bills. 
On the other hand, only one in seven husbands even as much as 
helps with the family letter-writing. However, half of the hus 
bands help with preparations when friends are to be entertained. 

Deciding on a new car is done about equally by the husband 
alone and by both jointly; this is also true of buying insurance 
Vacation planning is jointly done in three of four homes, as in the 
choosing of a house in which to live. In both of these matters, how- 
ever, one in eight husbands still makes the decision alone. When 
the wife works outside the home, this decision is made by her in 
38 percent of the cases, by the husband in 25 percent and by a 
joint decision in 25 percent.

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TERRACE WITH 
A WILLOW ROOF 


In the pleasantest possible way, this is a house divided. In one-half of it live a newly 
married young couple; in the other, the wife’s mother and father. Closely knit as they 
are, our two families revamped their big old house into two apartments, self-sufficient 
and sacrosanct, simply because they felt that a little privacy never hurt anyone. Re 
modeling did not, however, provide a new rear terrace, and since our young pair enter 
their quarters via one of the old back doors, they decided to enter in style. Designed 
to lie in the shade of a magnificent willow tree, the new terrace measures 20’ by 30’ 
and is raised from the ground to the floor level of the house Masonry block forms the 
supporting shell which was filled with a mixture of crushed rock and earth, tamped 
down and then paved with polished slabs of black, pink and gray marble. The final 
touch—a balustrade of wrought-iron filigree—made it not only a handsome outdoor 


retreat but the most impressive approach to a back door that we've seen in a long time.

Remember, too (although you may combine any- 
thing at all that you think will be appetizing), not to practice 
on the guests. It took Oskar Davidsen a long, long time to com- 


pile his four-foot menu, and there is in it not one anchovy, not 


one pickled beet, not a single caper that hasn’t earned the 


right to grace the page. Be guided, please, by Denmark’s expert.

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Financing: key to remodeling 


A résumé of borrowing methods plus 
ideas on kitchen planning, storage and 
measuring that facilitate the wonderful 


transition from “before” to “after” 














Remodeling gradually, making one 
major pure hase at a time over a pre- 
planned period, makes it possible tc 
transform an outmoded cubicle (above) 
into the model of up-to-date efficiency 
(right) without putting an overload on 
the budget. With an almost unlimited 
choice of wall and base cabinets, every 
inch of space is utilized for storage. 
In appliances—-refrigerator-freezer was 
first; later, new range was installed in 
a new location; finally sink was add- 


ed. Youngstown cabinets throughout 





In the business of kitchen remodeling there is no dilemma 

as in the case of the chicken and the egg—as to what 
comes first. It is essential to start with a plan—a fairly 
specific idea of what you need in the way of new cabinets 
ind appliances, and also a time schedule for the project. 
Is it to be accomplished in one fell swoop or will it be 
spaced out so that you purchase one major item at inter- 
vals dictated by your budget? In either case, make this 
decision at the outset since it affects your financing plans. 

There is much to recommend the piecemeal purchase 
plan. To begin with, it gets you started on a project that 
might otherwise be put off indefinitely. And while you 
make do temporarily with some old appliances, you be- 
gin at once to enjoy some measure of convenience. The 
order in which you purchase new equipment depends on 
the needs of your family and efficiency, or lack of it, of 
existing storage facilities. In fact, the need for a well- 
planned arrangement of wall and base cabinets is fre- 
quently the motivating force in remodeling. The plan 
suggested here covers a complete reorganization of stor- 
age space and the bare essentials of refrigerator-freezer, 


range and sink. There are, of course, infinite variations 
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in plan that can be achieved with a minimum difference 
in cost. The two schemes on the following pages show how 
the same L-shaped plan can be equipped with built-in 
range-top and wall oven or changed completely to a cor- 
ridor-type arrangement, all for about the same price. 
Once you have taken stock of your particular needs, it 
is wise to make a floor plan of your existing kitchen. 
This can be drawn on graph paper, preferably with one- 
quarter-inch squares, which will be equivalent to one foot. 
The important thing is to measure completely and ac- 
curately as diagrammed on page 67. Then consult your 
local kitchen-planning specialist. He can ascertain whether 
your wiring is adequate, how much new plumbing you 
require and whether you have the space for the cabinets 
you are considering. He will also point out “side-line” 
costs for new flooring, painting, counters, lighting, ete. 
that you might be apt to eliminate until later in the proj- 
ect. Once you know the full extent of your remodeling 
costs, you can go ahead and secure your loan. The six 
methods suggested here are good because they take into 
consideration your financial position; in other words, 
they protect your interests as well as the people who ex- 
tend you credit. Some of these financing plans take care 


of the whole job; others limit the extent of financial aid. 


Dealer financing: Since appliances will make up a 


substantial portion of your costs, the manufacturers of 
kitchen and laundry equipment have stepped into the 
credit picture in somewhat the same role as the automo- 
bile manufacturer helps automobile dealers with finane- 
ing. Manufacturers of appliances now have credit cor- 
porations which extend financial assistance to their deal- 
ers, who, in turn, extend credit to you. 

Typical of these credit plans is one set up by a manu- 
facturer for his dealers, which takes care of all phases of 
kitchen remodeling. The dealers under this plan finance 
the complete kitchen or laundry, or both.-In addition to 
all appliances, counter surfaces, cabinets and kitchen 
furniture and their installation costs—the cost of labor 
and materials used in all necessary remodeling of these 
rooms— including new flooring, partitions, wiring, plumb- 
ing, painting and decorating may be financed. (This may 
include draperies and accessories up to 5 percent of 
the amount to be financed, not to exceed a total of $150.) 

Most major manufacturers have similar financing pro- 
grams. Maximum time for this type of loan is usually 
five years, minimum down payment is 10 percent of the 


cost and minimum monthly payments run about $20.00.

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FHA loans: FHA insured loans are used more than any 
other type for home improvements but they do limit 
what may be financed. Actually, the FHA does not loan 
the money, regular lenders do—banks, savings and loan 
associations, etc. The rules on what you may and may 
not finance with FHA Title I insured loans are strict. 
Those improvements or additions that become a perma- 
nent part of your house and substantially protect or im- 
prove basic livability or utility qualify for loans. In 
other words, you could get a loan for enlarging your 
kitchen, putting in flooring, plumbing, wiring, painting, 
plastering and the like, but not for all your appliances. 
You might however want to take advantage of the excel- 
lent terms FHA Title I leans provide and then get your 
appliances from your dealer on his credit terms. 

FHA terms vary. Minimum time for amounts from $60 
to $600 are up to 36 months, and for amounts from $600 
to $3,500 for terms up to 60 months, 

Bank loans: The fact that 97 percent of all FHA loans 
have been paid up has encouraged banks and other lend- 
ers to devise their own plans for giving you home- 
improvement money without the government as co-signer. 
These loans may be attractive to the kitchen remodeler 
because they don’t limit the amount or what it may be used 


for. Interest rates are generally higher than FHA loans.

Open-end mortgages and refinancing: If you have 
an open-end mortgage on your home, the simplest way to 
secure a loan is to extend the mortgage you arranged 
when you bought your house. One advantage to extend- 
ing this type of mortgage is that the interest rate usually 
remains the same but continues for a longer period, or 
it may be increased to pay off the debt within the original 
time limit. If, however, you did not have an open-end 
mortgage on your house, the next best way to obtain the 
funds you require is to refinance your home. By improv- 
ing your kitchen area you add to the value of your home 
and a new loan will pay off old mortgages and pay for 
improvements. Disadvantage of this type of loan is that 
you cannot get your money until after the improvements 
are completed. To tide you over until you qualify for 
your new mortgage you may need a short-term construc- 
tion loan, and negotiating this type of loan takes time. 
Contractor credit: Your contractor may also be able to 
help you finance your remodeling. Some contractors ex- 
tend credit through an, ordinary charge account permit- 
ting you to take 30, 60 or 90 days to pay, or through an 


installment plan. Usually, the contractor turns your in- 


stallment contract over to a bank or finance company 


since most businesses, as a rule, are not in a position to 


lend money to their customers over an extended period.

shelf with an outlet for the blender, and a drawer for bar accessories. The second 


compartment holds kitchen towels, dishcloths and laundry equipment for the 


adjacent washer and dryer, over which are cabinets for such “dry” supplies as 
cereals, flour, sugar and spices. Counter at rear is used, among other things. for 
the fine art of sewing. with the portable sewing machine and its related para 
phernalia kept in a cupboard in the peninsula next to the dishwasher.

Tulsa presents a 


living-conditioned home 


The house before you was not only one of the highlights of Tulsa’s 
recent Parade of Homes, but is an attractive project on several 
counts. First, it enjoys the cachet of being an Electri-Living Home; 
second, it is particularly well-suited to its region in that it is de 
signed to conform to the informality of the Southwest's living pat 
tern, and third, it offers the inducement of 1,600 square feet of 
space (plus 500 more in the garage) for $18,000 plus the cost of 
the land—a sound value in any locale’s language. ‘ This includes a 
heating system; cooling, landscaping and such optional features 
as custom-built cabinets would be additional.) It is, moreover, 
a house almost everyone, whatever their habitat, would admire 
because of its plan. The architect has approached his design not 


as a prescribed amount of space to be divided into cubicles of 


various sizes, but rather as a series of rooms to be fitted together 
in the order of their use and significance. Thus, there are two quiet 
areas; one, a wing of bedrooms and baths, the other (a little wing 
in itself), the formal living room. These sections are balanced by 
the active area—family room, dining area, kitchen and laundry 

which forms a compact, segregated block of its own abutted by 
the garage. This does not mean that the exterior was allowed to 
gel in any higgledy pig ledy fashion the interior might determine 
It was not: from the street, the house presents a series of textural 
and lineal contrasts which not only keep the eye intrigued as an 
unrelieved facade never can, but also create a certain architectural 
romanticism—-a quality greatly enhanced by a carefully-planned 


intricate play of artificial light, both inside the house and out

Remodeling the mediocre for new style, new space 


Almost every American city has its share of the type of dwell- 
ing known as the semidetached house—a structure linked to its 
neighbor like a Siamese twin, yet an entity unto itself. Its ar- 
chitecture is rarely distinguished, yet it does offer the induce- 
ment of two floors, a garage on the spot and a garden. This was 
such a house, cluttered of plan, and a fallow field for anyone 
with the itch to remodel.

Lighting has often been an afterthought in small 
home design, thought of in terms of fixtures 
rather than illumination. It must be considered 
in the preliminary designing of a home, along 
with the structure and the plan, if it is to be suc- 
cessful. Lighting must be designed to provide 
adequate illumination for all the occupations of 
a family, both active and passive. The present 
trend in family living seems to indicate an in- 
crease in informality, and consequently, multiple 
use of many rooms. These conditions require the 
lighting to be flexible and versatile in order to 
meet the visual needs of the family throughout 
the home. Daily activities may be properly il- 
luminated by direct and indirect lighting, or by 
combinations of the two. Some activities require 
more atmosphere than light, and allow the de- 
signer to emphasize special effects or subdue un- 
attractive details. The correct amount of light for 
living can be created scientifically, but a maxi- 
mum of light is not the final solution. Shadow 
and graduated lighting should be considered for 
aesthetic satisfaction. (This is the third in a series 
of articles based on a new book, An Investigation 
of the Small House, by the School of Architecture 
at Pratt Institute.

1. Incandescent filament lamps pro- 
vide a small, concentrated, high 
brightness source of light. This usu- 
ally requires directional controls. 

2. Fluorescent lamps provide a large 
source of low brightness. Shielding 
requirements are less stringent than 
those of filament lamps, as they give 
off less heat. Some cool fluorescent 
lights produce unpleasing psychologi- 
cal effects on flesh and fabric tones. 
New, warm fluorescent lamps hove 
been produced to correct this effect 
3. Experiments are being conducted 
in electroluminescence. Panels, sur- 
faced with a conductive coating and 
energized by electricity, produce a uni- 
formly glowing source of light that 
does not have to be vacuum-sealed 


like conventional bulbs or tubes 


The difference between direct and in- 
direct lighting is merely a matter of 
shielding. Opaque, translucent, per- 
forated and other materials can be 
used to create various forms of light 
4. Direct lighting has been used 
mostly for lighting critical seeing 
tasks, such as reading, sewing, food 
preparation, etc. Direct lighting usu- 
ally requires some indirect lighting 
with it to balance and relieve its 
harshness. This has resulted in various 
types of shields and diffusers, which 
filter direct light and relieve glare. 
5. Indirect lighting is used to create 
backgrounds and moods. Valances, 
coves and cornices are only a few of 
the means used for indirect light 
There is no limit to the different types 
of indirect light that can be created

7. Lighting could become flexible, by 
using rheostatically controlled dim- 
mers to raise and lower the wattage 
at will. (Some controls of this type 
are already available.) Illumination 
in a room might be low and intimate, 
or raised to a more stimulating level 
to create a different atmosphere 

8. Electric-eye systems could be used 
throughout the house to turn lights on 
automatically. Connected to rheostats, 
they follow a person wherever he 
walks, and brighten, dim or disap- 
pear, depending on his movements.

A room 15 by 15 by 9 feet (which 
equals 2,025 cubic feet) requires 
for effective cooling a fan with at 
least 2.000 C.F.M. rated capacity. 
his fan will change the air in the 
room every minute. If you should 
select a fan with a 4,000 C.F.M 
capacity for this size room, the air 
will be changed twice every minute 
Electric fans may also be used 
o increase the effectiveness of air 
nditioners by circ ulating cool air 
warm-air pockets. Fans also 
nerease the range of an air 
itioner, so that its effect is ex 
ded to more than one room, by 
ting the flow of air from the

Q. We have considerable trouble 

getting hot water to the bath 
room fixtures as both of our baths 
are at the end of the house far 
thest from the utility room. Is 
there a standard method of over 
coming this difheulty? B.N 


A. This can be overcome with a 
circulating hot-water system. 
In this, the hot-water lines are run 
in double so that there is a con 
stant flow through them, providing 
hot water immediately upon open 
ing the faucets. Any plumber is 
familiar with this system and can 
install it without great difficulty. 


QO. We have a beautiful marble 
. slab, eighteen inches wide 
and three feet long, which we wish 
to make into a table, using plain, 
round brass pipe for legs. Can you 
tell us how to do this? J.A 


A. We think this is a job for a pro 

fessional marble-worker be 
cause of the danger of cracking the 
slab. The usual procedure is to use 
brass floor flanges of the proper di 
ameter into which the pipe legs are 
screwed. The flanges are attached 
to the bottom of the marble slab by 
drilling holes into it, filling these 
with plaster of Paris and then set 
ting bolts through the flanges and 
into the holes

\. This material is satisfactory 

to use, as are tarpaper and 
waterproofed building paper. Rake 
the ground smooth and roll or 
tamp it down as firmly as possible. 
The sheets are laid with a five-inch 
lap and cemented. The ends of the 
sheets are then turned up against 
the foundation wall six or eight 
inches and cemented to the wall. 
This is effective only if the ground 
is high enough to prevent water ac 


cumulating over the sheets. 


QO. We have bought an old house
